Cops investigate Dartmouth gunfire

crime Shots rang out in a 
north end Dartmouth 
neighbourhood last night. 

Halifax Regional Police 
were called to Nova Court 
in Dartmouth near Wyse 
Road and Boland Drive 
just before 8:30 p.m. after 
residents reported hear¬ 
ing gunshots in the area. 


Police spokesman Sgt. 
Don Moser said last night 
they don’t know of any in¬ 
juries in relation to the 
gunfire. He said officers 
were on scene throughout 
the evening talking to 
witnesses in the area, 
which is home to apart¬ 
ments and townhouses 
behind the Dartmouth 
Shopping Centre. 

“We have our forensic in¬ 
vestigative unit on scene,” 


he said. 

“We know it’s multiple 
shots fired from a firearm, 
but we don’t have an exact 
number.” 

Moser said the investiga¬ 
tion team had detained a 
female in relation to the 
shooting, but he knew of 
no arrests being made. 

A police K-9 unit was 
brought in to help look for 
bullet fragments near the 
scene of the shooting. 


The watchdog agency for 
the RCMP says rising pub¬ 
lic concern has prompted 
it to take the rare step of 
launching its own probe 
into the fatal shooting of a 
Nova Scotia man in his 
home by a police officer. 

Ian McPhail, the acting 
chairman of the RCMP com¬ 
plaints commission, an¬ 
nounced yesterday he has 
decided to proceed with an 
inquiiy into the conduct of 
the RCMP in the Dec. 2, 
2008, shooting death of 
John Simon. 

McPhail said the probe — 
known as a “public interest 
investigation” under the 
RCMP Act — is of his own 
initiative rather than as a 
result of outside com¬ 
plaints. 

“There are sufficient con¬ 
cerns related to this case 
which merit a public inter¬ 
est investigation,” McPhail 
said in an email. 

“To that end, one of our 
own investigators is being 
dispatched to look into all 
aspects of the case.” 

A Halifax Regional Police 
investigation cleared RCMP 
Const. Jeremy Frenette of 
any criminal wrongdoing,

• The investigation will ex¬ 
amine all aspects of Simon's 
shooting death, including 
the RCMP's response on 
that day. It will also probe 
the conduct of the RCMP 
members involved in the 
HRP investigation to deter¬ 
mine whether it was carried 
out impartially and in a 
timely manner. 


but there has been no disci¬ 
plinary review of his ac¬ 
tions. 

The Mounties said they 
didn’t launch a disciplinary 
review within one year — 
the time limit imposed by 
the federal law that governs 
the police force — because 
they were waiting for the 
HRP investigation to finish. 

“While internal discipline 
is within the discretion of 
the RCMP, the apparent 
lack of internal discipline in 
this case has raised much 
public concern,” the com¬ 
mission said in a statement. 

The RCMP declined com¬ 
ment.

NDP won't appeal fine 
for illegal donations

money The NDP has decid¬ 
ed not to appeal a $10,000 
fine for keeping illegal 
campaign donations. 

Party president Peggy 
Mahon said a cheque was 
mailed off yesterday to the 
office of chief electoral of¬ 
ficer Christine McCulloch. 

The donations were 
made during last year’s 
election campaign when 
the Mainland Building and 
Construction Trades Coun¬ 
cil skirted the $5,000 maxi¬ 
mum donation limit by 
funnelling $45,000 

through its nine member 
unions to the NDP. 

The NDP said it returned 
the money and McCulloch 
ruled it had no way of 
knowing it was inappropri¬ 
ate. But late last month, 
McCulloch levelled the 
$10,000 fine when it 
turned out the money was 
never returned. 

At the time, Mahon said 
the party was considering 
an appeal. She wouldn’t 


say yesterday why that 
idea was dropped. 

“I’m actually not going 
to answer that question be¬ 
cause we had an in-camera 
executive meeting to talk 
about that,” Mahon said. 

“We had a very thought¬ 
ful and thorough discus¬ 
sion. And after that discus¬ 
sion the executive decided 
not to appeal.” 

Provincial secretary Ed 
Warlc accepted responsibil¬ 
ity for not returning the 
money, saying he was wait¬ 
ing for the outcome of Mc¬ 
Culloch’s investigation. He 
resigned his position with 
the party. Mahon said yes¬ 
terday Warlc was the only 
one who knew the money 
had not been returned. 

The $10,000 will come 
out of the party’s general 
operating fund, which is 
made up of private dona¬ 
tions and public funding. 

“It’s definitely going to 
put some strain on (our fi¬ 
nances),” said Mahon. “We 
hadn’t anticipated, of 
course, this fine when we 
put together our budget 
for this year.” 
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Burning ban initiated after 
string of grass, brush fires

blazes A recent rash of 
grass and brush fires over 
the last three weeks has re¬ 
sulted in a burning ban in 
HRM. 

As of late yesterday after¬ 
noon, Halifax Regional Fire 
and Emergency Services 
had responded to 67 of 
these types of fires since 
March 1. 

The ban announced yes¬ 
terday includes all open air 
fires, but outdoor wood- 
burning appliances com¬ 
pletely enclosed and with a 
spark-arrester screen are 
exempt. 

“We are averaging, what, 
eight or nine a day,” said 


divisional Chief Mike 
LeRue. 

“It’s certainly strapping 
our resources. It’s been so 
dry.” 

There are different rea¬ 
sons why these fires ignite, 
but LeRue said it begins 
with the fact the ground 
surface is “too dry,” a di¬ 
rect result of drier-than- 
normal temperatures and 
an absence of snow. 

LeRue said two small 
structures have been dam¬ 
aged in the fires, and 
they’ve come close to 
more. 

Firefighters were busy 
battling several more of 
these fires yesterday, in¬ 
cluding one on the St. Mar¬ 
garets Bay Road near 
Queensland.

Public Gardens to stay 
closed despite warmth

The gates to Halifax Public 
Gardens will remain 
locked for the time being, 
despite the unseasonably 
warm weather. 

Brian Phelan, HRM’s su¬ 
perintendent of parks and 
open spaces, said while the 
weather conditions are 
favourable, there is still 
much work to be done be¬ 
fore the public can enjoy 
the gardens. 

“We’re still nowhere 
near opening time, even 
though you look out the 
window today and it’s 
quite nice,” Phelan said. 
“There’s a drainage issue 
in the gardens, and the 
pathways are like a 
sponge, and the turf is 
very, very fragile and sensi¬ 
tive to compaction. We

can’t even consider getting 
in there for a while yet.” 

Phelan said there is 
some limited work being 
done now, such as pruning 
and cleaning up from the 
winter. Due to the 
drainage situation, howev¬ 
er, full-scale efforts will 
have to wait. 

“We do have a few parks 
maintenance staff in there 


cleaning up and doing 
some prep work,” he said. 
“But it’s still a little early 
to get in there in full-force 
of spring prep work.” 

He also noted the majori¬ 
ty of parks staff are still 
tied up in winter works, 
which handles snow re¬ 
moval and maintenance. 

Phelan added it’s possi¬ 
ble for a limited opening 
— cordoning off those sec¬ 
tions of the gardens that 
still need work, while 
opening up the rest to the 
public. 

“(That would) be part of 
our early opening strate¬ 
gy,” he said. 

The gardens may still 
open ahead of schedule, 
however. 

“Typically we open in 
the second week of May, 
but now we’re thinking on 
opening maybe the very 
last of April,” Phelan said.

More RCMP officers will 
be walking the streets of 
HRM in hopes of reducing 
crime and building a rap¬ 
port with the community. 

While not releasing spe¬ 
cific numbers, the in¬ 
creased foot patrols will 
take place seven days a 
week and focus on path¬ 
ways, businesses, recre¬ 
ation areas and streets. Po¬ 
lice spokesman Cpl. Joe Ta- 
plin said they hope by in¬ 
creasing the number of of¬ 
ficers on the street, it will 
make them more accessi¬ 
ble to the public. 

“It fosters a greater rela¬ 
tionship and trust between 
the residents and us,” Ta- 
plin said. “It makes us 
more approachable ... Resi¬ 
dents can actually come up 
and talk to the officers as 
they’re on patrol.” 

According to Taplin, foot 
patrols are a more proac¬ 
tive than reactive policing 
strategy. 

“If there’s any problems 
or anything, we can come 
up with potential solutions 
a lot quicker by actually 
getting more interface 
with the public,” he said. 

Taplin said pathways in 
parks and more secluded 
areas will get special em¬ 
phasis. He said there have 
been incidents of assaults 
and thefts in these areas. 


“But now with the offi¬ 
cers that are actually walk¬ 
ing in around the path¬ 
ways, you know, people 
who are out there who 
might be thinking that 
they’re going to commit a 
crime will be seeing offi¬ 
cers more frequently,” he 
said. 


In addition to year-long 
beat officers, the Halifax 
Regional Police will also be 
beefing up its park patrol 
for the warmer months. 
Spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said foot patrol is 
invaluable for connecting 
police and the people they 
serve. 


“If you’re out on foot or 
on a bike, you’re much 
more approachable to the 
public,” he said. “I’ve been 
on the bike, I’ve been on 
foot, and I’ve been in the 
car, and I can tell you that 
when you’re out on foot, 
or out on the bike, people 
will come and talk to you.” 


Teens charged in rock-throwing incidents 


stewiacke Two Stewiacke 
boys are facing criminal 
charges after allegedly 
throwing rocks through 
the windows of moving ve¬ 
hicles.. 

The youth were among 
five 14-year-old boys arrest¬ 
ed last week in connection 
with a series of incidents, 
including property damage 
that occurred in the South 
Colchester town between 


Feb. 11 and March 3. The 
damage included smash¬ 
ing store windows and a 
windshield out of vehicle, 
damaging the canteen at 
the Stewiacke ball fields 
and damage to property at 
the Stewiacke treatment 
plant. 

Two boys are each facing 
six mischief charges, in¬ 
cluding two counts each of 
mischief endangering a 


life while the remaining 
three are facing between 
two and five counts of mis¬ 
chief and will be proceed¬ 
ing through the restora¬ 
tive justice system. 

“It’s one thing for youths 
... to smash a window out

Moncton 
council 
to pursue 
new arena 

project City council in 
Moncton, N.B., is going to 
pursue a new arena and 
events centre to be built 
somewhere downtown. 

Council has accepted a 
committee report that rec¬ 
ommends the city build a 
new 9,000-seat 
facility at a cost of between 
$75 million and $80 
million. But there are con¬ 
ditions on the project going 
ahead, including the devel¬ 
opment of an acceptable 
business plan. 

The city says it must also 
get infrastructure funding 
from Ottawa and the 
province, and there must 
be an agreement with a ma¬ 
jor tenant for the building. 

The arena would replace 
The Coliseum, which is al¬ 
most 40 years old and is lo¬ 
cated on the western edge 
of the city. 

The Halifax Metro Centre 
is the largest arena in 
Atlantic Canada with a seat¬ 
ing capacity of more than 
10,500. 
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Golfers in HRM will need 
to find excuses to get out 
of work even earlier this 
year. 

The Grandview Golf and 
Country Club in Dartmouth 
will open up all 18 holes 
this Saturday. General man¬ 
ager and pro Gavan Fitz¬ 
patrick said yesterday it’s 
the earliest the course has 
opened in 27 years of opera¬ 
tion, and possibly the earli¬ 
est of any course in metro 
Halifax — ever. 

“It just blows me away,” 
Fitzpatrick said. “The earli¬ 
est we’ve opened before was 
April 14, that would have 
been 1999. It’s a record... it’s 
the earliest that I know of in 
history that somebody’s 
opened in Metro.” 

Fitzpatrick said the condi¬ 
tions at Grandview are com¬ 
parable to what they were 
in mid-April last year. 

“We don’t have any mois¬ 
ture, any water on the golf 
course, and we also don’t 
have any ground frost right 
now,” he said, crediting the 


good conditions to a mild 
winter and an early spring. 

Other courses Metro 
News was able to contact 
yesterday are also opening 
early. Granite Springs is 
shooting for April 1, Indian 
Lake the following day and 
Brightwood and Harden 
Point for mid-April. 

Fitzpatrick said the early 


open may take a toll on the 
Grandview course initially, 
but he’ll risk it. 

“Obviously there’s not 
going to be very much 
growth on this golf course 
in the next three weeks,” 
he said. “But having said 
that, I’m a firm believer 
that you gotta take advan¬ 
tage of this Maritime 


weather when you can.” 

Fitzpatrick has good rea¬ 
son to want to take advan¬ 
tage of unseasonably warm 
temperatures — the weath¬ 
er worked against golfers 
last season. 

“We had such a bad sea¬ 
son last year, we ended ear¬ 
ly, we had 21 days of rain in 
July,” he said. 


Dog

Tories propose harsher 
new crime rules for youth 


The Conservative govern¬ 
ment wants to tighten the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act 
to give judges more power 
to consider “denunciation 
and deterrence” when 
sentencing violent offend¬ 
ers. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson also wants to be 
able to charge and sentence 
youths with violent criminal 
acts when they engage in 
reckless behaviour — such 
as a car chase — that endan¬ 
gers the public, but doesn’t 
actually injure anyone. 

“This legislation will sim¬ 
plify the rules to keep these 
offenders off the streets 
when necessary to protect 
society,” Nicholson said at a 
news conference yesterday, 
where he was flanked by 
the mothers of two youths 
who died at the hands of 
young offenders. 

“In the handling of other 
violent and repeat young of¬ 
fenders, the court often 
lacks the tools necessary to 
impose appropriate sen¬ 
tences,” said Nicholson. 

He cited the example of a 
young offender who 
“demonstrates repeat crimi¬ 
nal behaviour, or a casual 
attitude to the law, or a 
complete lack of empathy 
for his or her victim.” 

Liberals and the Bloc

Quebecois immediately de¬ 
nounced the changes as a re¬ 
gressive move toward retri¬ 
bution in the justice system, 
as opposed to rehabilitation. 

“Our view is the propos¬ 
als that the government un¬ 
veiled today do change the 
basic assumption that 
youth criminal justice 
should be about rehabilita¬ 
tion and reintegration and 
shift it towards a regime 
that would seek to punish 


and make an example out 
of young people,” said 
Liberal justice crit¬ 
ic Dominic 
LeBlanc. 

“The evidence 
indicates that’s 
not effective.” 

Serge Menard, 
the Bloc justice crit¬ 
ic, put it more directly: “In 
short, the government 
wants judges to make an ex¬ 
ample of someone,” he told 


the House of Commons.

Raising seal quotas 'a 
little stupid:' Fisherman 


hunt A fisherman from 
Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor with more than 50 
years of experience hunt¬ 
ing seals says there’s no 
sense in raising the allow¬ 
able catch for 
the mammals 
until market 
conditions 
improve. 

The Depart¬ 
ment of Fish¬ 
eries and 
Oceans an¬ 
nounced 
Monday it’s 
raising the 
quota for this 
year’s East 
Coast hunt by 
50,000 harp 
seals. 

But Jack Troalce, a veter¬ 
an sealer from Twillingate, 
said the gesture “sounds a 
little stupid,” given a 
slumping market where 
seals only fetch about $15 
each — a steep drop from 
the record $105 per pelt in 
2006. 

“If the seal fishery takes 


off again and if everything’s 
in our favour, then it’s hard 
for them to justify cutting 
back, that’s one positive 
side to it, I guess,” he said 
yesterday. “But as for now, 
it’s no good 
to us.” 

Troalce said 
fishermen 
had trouble 
meeting quo¬ 
tas when 

they were 
pocketing 
$100 a seal. 

Troalce, 
who didn’t 
participate in 
last year’s 

hunt, said it 
doesn’t make 
economic 
sense to participate this 
year either. 

Seal hunt opponents said 
upping the quota is one in a 
series of political stunts 
that began last May when 
Gov. Gen. Michaelle Jean 
sampled a slice of raw seal 
heart in Rankin Inlet.

G20 must cut deficits: Flaherty 


Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty says other devel¬ 
oped nations should come 
up with clearer plans on 
how they are going to get 
their weighty budget 
deficits under control. 

Flaherty also urged the 
Group of 20 leading and in¬ 
dustrialized countries to 
step up work on financial 
reforms ahead of the annu¬ 
al spring meetings of the 


International Monetary 
Fund and the World Bank 
in Washington D.C. 

Flaherty said Greece’s 
debt troubles were a time¬ 
ly reminder that world 
leaders need to agree on 
lasting international finan¬ 
cial reform, and that tack¬ 
ling big deficits is neces¬ 
sary to restore confidence. 

“We’re obviously con¬ 
cerned about bumps in the 


road as we move forward 
with economic recovery 
from the crisis,” Flaherty 
told reporters in London. 
“Issues like the situation in 
Greece are of concern.” 

“We look forward to oth¬ 
er developed nations in 
the world showing their 
plans to move out of 
deficit towards balanced 
budgets over time,” he 
added. 


Britain’s budget deficit is 
expected to reach 12.8 per 
cent of gross domestic 
product in 2009-10, while 
the U.S. deficit hit 9.9 per 
cent of GDP last year. 

Canada, which currently 
holds the rotating leader¬ 
ship of the Group of Seven 
countries, has one of the 
smaller deficits in the bloc 
— 3.5 per cent of GDP.

Listen to us to reduce 
train crashes: Agency 

Safety board says advice often goes unheeded 


The agency charged with 
investigating transporta¬ 
tion accidents has cited 
nine critical issues facing 
the country's transport 
system — and collisions at 
railway crossings head the 
list. 

One issue is clear in the 
Transportation Safety 
Board’s so-called watchlist, 
released yesterday: too of¬ 
ten, its advice goes unheed¬ 
ed and the same problems 
keep killing people. 

“We know from hard ex¬ 
perience, if persistent prob¬ 
lems are not addressed, 
there will be another acci¬ 
dent,” said board chair 
Wendy Tadros. “That is why 
we have our watchlist.” 

Agency records show 380 
incidents at railway cross¬ 
ings in the last 15 years — 
one every two weeks — and 
106 deaths due to collisions 
between vehicles and pas¬ 


senger trains. 

“The risk of passenger 
trains colliding with vehi¬ 
cles remains too high in 
busy rail corridors,” says the 
board, noting cars and 
trucks traverse 20,000 rail-

way crossings daily. 

The collisions continue 
despite advance warning 
signs and, at about a third 
of public crossings, flashing 
lights, bells and gates. 

Transport Canada con¬ 
ducted safety assessments 
to identify crossings that re¬ 
quired upgrading before au¬ 
thorizing an increase in 


train speed limits along the 
Quebec-Windsor corridor in 
1993. 

“These assessments are 
nearly 20 years old,” says 
the agency. “They no longer 
reflect the present risks, 
nor do they consider emerg¬ 
ing ones. 

The TSB also called for 
clearer warning signs at 
steep crossings after a 2008 
collision between a passen¬ 
ger train and an immobi¬ 
lized tractor-trailer — the 
sixth on the dangers of ve¬ 
hicles crossing railways in 
busy corridors since 1999. 

“Transport Canada and 
the railways must conduct 
safety assessments to identi¬ 
fy high-risk crossings along 
busy passenger train routes 
and make the necessary im¬ 
provements,” it said. “We’re 
not saying it will be easy, 
but we’re saying it’s time to

Toyota apologizes to 
Canada over problems 


recall Toyota Canada ex¬ 
tended an apology to Cana¬ 
dians about the safety prob¬ 
lems of its vehicles yester¬ 
day, and admitted it should 
have acted sooner. 

Appearing before a Com¬ 
mons committee of MPs, 
Toyota officials conceded 
they were looking for a so¬ 
lution to a problem involv¬ 
ing sticking gas pedals be¬ 
fore they notified Transport 
Canada or the public. 

Company officials turned 
in an attempt to soothe 
anger among the Commons 
transport committee that 
the company has treated 
Canada like a second-class 
citizen. Acceding to de¬ 
mands by opposition MPs, 
the company decided on 
Monday that its North 
American head, Yoshi Ina¬ 
ba, would also appear with 
his Canadian executives. 


The officials faced stiff 
questioning from MPs, in¬ 
cluding an exchange with 
Conservative Jeff Watson, 
who asked Toyota officials 
why they had not reported 
customer complaints about 
a sticky gas pedal to Trans¬ 
port Canada during a meet¬ 
ing on Nov. 25. At that time, 
both sides talked about 
whether a U.S. floor mat re¬ 
call had any impact on the 
mats in domestic vehicles. 

“In retrospect, would it 
(have) been good to have 
had a dialogue about it 
(with Transport Canada),” 
responded Stephen Beatty, 
managing director of Toy¬ 
ota Canada. 

But he said Toyota had 
still not confirmed it had a 
defect in the car at the time, 
only “an issue” that it was 
investigating.

Wrong place, wrong time as aircraft crash-lands on beach 


“I’ve got a lot of issues going on right 
now.

A father of two on 
business in Hilton Head, 
South Carolina, was 
jogging on the beach and 
listening to his iPod when 
he was hit from behind 
and killed by a small plane 
making an emergency 
landing, officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

Robert Gary Jones, 38, of 
Georgia, died instantly 
Monday evening when he 
was hit by the single-engine 
plane, which had lost its 
propeller, said Beaufort 
County Coroner Ed Allen. 
The pilot’s vision was 
blocked by oil on the wind¬ 


shield. The coroner said 
Jones apparently did not see 
or hear the plane, which 
was “basically gliding.” 

His mother, Pauline 
Jones, said yesterday that he 
was in Hilton Head for work 
but was supposed to fly 
home to suburban Atlanta 
today for his daughter’s 


third birthday. 

Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration records show the ex¬ 
perimental Lancair IV-P 
plane that hit Robert Jones 
was registered to Edward I. 
Smith of Virginia. 

Smith was on the beach 
with his plane yesterday 
and confirmed he was the 


pilot. He said he did not 
want to talk about the crash 
and offered few details. 

“I’ve got a lot of issues go¬ 
ing on right now. I've got a 
plane that’s all tom up. And 
I’ve got a young man that I 
killed,” he said. 

The plane started leaking 
oil at about 4,000 metres 
and tried originally to make 
it to Hilton Head Airport, 
said fire and rescue spokes¬ 
woman Joheida Fister. 

The U.S. Federal Aviation 
Administration and the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board were investigating.

Toyota itself esti¬ 
mated that the worldwide 
recall, now involving some 
8.5 million cars, could cost 
up to 180 billion yen ($2.02 
billion), with 100 billion 
yen for repairs and 80 bil¬ 
lion yen in lost sales. It said 
the recalls may dent global 
demand for Toyota models 
by 100,000 vehicles. 

Analysts with their own 


estimates say the total is 
bound to climb higher. 

JP Morgan’s Kohei Talca- 
hashi expects Toyota to take 
a one-time 500 billion yen 
($5.6 billion) hit, including 
recall-related costs and liti¬ 
gation settlements.

The evolving engineer

An industry that touches all walks of life has changed a lot in recent years 


From the pyramids of Egypt 
to Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa, the history of engi¬ 
neering tells the history of 
humanity. 

Marie Carter, Engineers 
Canada’s chief operating of¬ 
ficer, said engineering only 
became a modern profes¬ 
sion in the last century. It 
was bom out of disaster, 
when a bridge built to cross 
the Saint Lawrence River 
collapsed in 1907. An engi¬ 
neering mistake was to 
blame and it cost the lives 
of 75 people. An incident in 
1916 claimed more lives. 

“The Canadian Society of 
Civil Engineers determined, 
‘We need to do something 
about this,”’ Carter said 
from her Ottawa office. 
“‘We need to have some 


Engineering has changed a lot over the years, from the pyramids, to steam locomotive, to computer engineering. 


checks and balances on 
who does engineering. They 
need to be properly 
trained.’” 

Throughout the 1920s, 
engineering became in¬ 
creasingly regulated and 
the tradition of the Iron 
Ring was born. Originally 
built from the mins of the 
Quebec bridge and now 
fashioned from stainless 
steel, each Canadian engi¬ 
neering student is present¬ 
ed a ring in a somber cere¬ 
mony accompanying gradu¬ 
ation. 

Carter said scientific “tri¬ 
al and error” steadily im¬ 


proved the building blocks 
engineers use to build our 
world ever since. 

“Just about everything 
that you see, do, touch, 
have as recreation, live 
with, use to eat, even the 
food, has got engineering 
involved in it,” she said. 
“Engineers do touch just 
about every aspect of the 
way we live.” 

Allan Marble has seen the 
discipline transformed in 
his 50-plus years as an engi¬ 
neer, but it’s not hard for 
the professor emeritus at 
Halifax’s Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity to sum up what 


changed: The computer. 

When Marble attended 
Dalhousie in the 1950s, it 
was a computer-free land. 
He vividly remembers the 
first time he saw a comput¬ 
er in 1962. It was primordial 
and clunky, but it revolu¬ 
tionized engineering. 

In today’s wired world, it 
seems hard to imagine slide 
mlers doing the job of com¬ 
puters, and that’s because 
they didn’t. 

“It’s an amazing change, 
really,” Marble said over the 
phone from his Halifax 
home, adding that it’s espe¬ 
cially transformed electri¬ 


cal engineering. 

“You’re trying to analyze 
signals coming from various 
sources,” he explains. “To do 
that before the computer, 
you had to do it by hand.” 

Now, a computer can 
work in real time at speeds 
well beyond human ability. 

Computers made it possi¬ 
ble for engineers to develop 
life-saving CT scanners and 
MRIs. “The amount of calcu¬ 
lations done to get a CT im¬ 
age or an MRI image is just 
mind-boggling. Those 
things could never be done 
before the computer,” he 
said.

that seemed “inconsistent” with 
his research grant proposals 
during his posting at uAlberta. 

In 2005, Kwok left Edmonton 
amid misconduct investigations 
for a new job at uCalgary, which 
was not told of the controversy 
at his previous posting.

Volt charges ahead 

GM delivers on electric car promise 



While the Chevy Volt has a gasoline engine, electric motor and lithium-ion battery, Volt isn't a hy¬ 
brid. Rather, it’s an extended-range vehicle that always uses electricity to power the wheels.

While there’s still more 
than a year to go before its 
scheduled launch, Chevro¬ 
let’s Volt is getting closer. 
From a concept unveiled in 
early 2007, it’s now a model 
that starts, stops and drives 
- and I got the chance to do 
that in Vancouver. 

I went less than 20 kilo¬ 
metres at low speeds, but 
notably, it was what au¬ 
tomakers call an “integra¬ 
tion vehicle,” the first time 
the technology and design 
have come together. This is¬ 
n’t exactly what will go on 
sale, but final changes will 
probably be minor. 

While it has a gasoline en-

gine, electric motor and 
lithium-ion battery, Volt is¬ 
n’t a hybrid. 

Rather, it’s an extended- 
range vehicle that always 
uses electricity to power the 
wheels. After it’s recharged 
by plugging into a wall out¬ 
let, it travels about 64 km. 


Once the battery runs 
down, a 1.4-litre gasoline 
engine starts up and acts 
like a generator to supply 
more electricity. 

That’s a major difference 
from an all-electric car, 
which won’t travel any fur¬ 
ther once its battery is de¬ 
pleted. 

Volt was designed to the 
64-km threshold because, as 
GM says, 75 per cent of 
Canadians drive less than 
that each day. In theory, 
many Volt owners will nev¬ 
er bum any gasoline, other 
than the occasional start-up 
programmed into the en¬ 
gine to keep its fluids flow¬ 
ing. 

Driving it is unremark¬ 
able, and I mean that as a 
compliment. 


It doesn’t feel much dif¬ 
ferent than a conventional 
car, which should appeal to 
many buyers: No learning 
curve, no unusual require¬ 
ments, and nothing unfa¬ 


miliar. Press a button, put 
the shifter into drive, and 
put your foot on the acceler¬ 
ator pedal. 

It feels peppy, and has a 
“Sport” button that adds a 


turbo-like power boost for 
hills and highway passing. 
Regenerative braking and 
deceleration put some 
charge back into the bat¬ 
tery.

A wise sage once 
opined that,

market for a used car. In 
that case, you’re probably 
more interested in obtain¬ 
ing knowledge, to trans¬ 
form yourself into a power¬ 
ful super hero, one able to 
leap into a great used vehi¬ 
cle, at a really great price, 
all in a single bound. 

We now have a new 
Canadian company, vehi- 
clegateway.com, to help us 
bulk up on used-vehicle ex¬ 
pertise and muscle — and 
through our cellphones no 



less. 

But company spokesper¬ 
son, Peter Davies, told me 
not to think of it as an app. 

“In my opinion it’s supe¬ 
rior to an app,” said Davies. 
“It requires no download¬ 
ing. All you have to do is go 
to vehiclegateway.com on 
your Blackberry, iPhone, or 
any phone with browser 
capability, and you are pre¬ 
sented with a ‘mobile’ ver¬ 
sion of the site.” 

Vehiclegateway.com is 
similar to sites like Auto- 
Trader and Autonet, 
which offer lots of vehi¬ 
cles for sale, from both 
dealers and private sell¬ 
ers. 

But vehiclegate- 
way.com will differ¬ 
entiate itself from 
the pack, says 
Davies, by 
being the 
first to com¬ 
bine several 
crucial ele¬ 
ments, such 
as: cellphone 
accessibility; 
free listings 
for private sell¬ 


ers; an m-

creased level of informa¬ 
tion on each specific vehi¬ 
cle; a special section devot¬

Davies tells me to picture 
myself on a used car lot, 
contemplating a nice shiny 
ride. How do I know if the 
price is fair? By punching

It’s up to 
you then, 

whether you 
shove the cell¬ 
phone screen in¬ 
to the seller’s 
face, or sign the 
papers. 

While sites like 
Kijiji and

fer free listings for private 
sellers, Davies notes they 
are not geared specifically 
for automotive buyers, and 
both have their share of 
unscrupulous sellers. 

“People are scared of 
buying a lemon,” adds 
Davies. He hopes his site 
“will help remove some of 
the apprehension associat¬ 
ed with buying used.” 

It will do that, according 
to Davies, by asking sellers 
to fill out a detailed vehicle 
questionnaire on each ve¬ 
hicle listed. 

While sellers are still on 
the honour system, Davies 
believes it should weed 
out sellers who are prone 
to hyperbole, and allow 
buyers to narrow their 
search. 

Another apprehension 
squasher will be the CAR- 
FAX vehicle history reports 
(available for an extra fee). 

Like CarProof.com, it 
can reveal how many times 
the vehicle has changed 
hands and when, where it’s 
been licensed, and if it has 
incurred any insurance 
claims for accident dam¬ 
age.

All this information 
technology is wonderful, 
but I would still caution 
that buyers get a trust-wor¬ 
thy mechanic to get all 
touchy-feely with any used 
vehicle they’re ready to 
pounce on. 

Any used vehicle will 
need work. The extent of 
work needed is what you 
want to establish — it’s 
your super-human right to 
know.

Record-breaking deal 


Jackson's $200 million recording contract 


The estate of Michael Jack- 
son has landed the late 
King of Pop the biggest 
recording deal in history: a 
$200 million guaranteed 
contract with Sony Music 
Entertainment for 10 proj¬ 
ects over seven years, 
according to a person 
familiar with the deal. 

The record-breaking con¬ 
tract through 2017 could be 
worth up to $250 million if 
certain conditions are met. 
One of the albums will be of 
never-before-released Jack- 
son recordings that will 
come out in November, the 
person said. 

The person spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity because 
the official announcement 
is expected Tuesday. 

Future projects may also 
include a DVD compilation 
of videos and a re-release of 
Off the Wall, Jackson’s fifth 
studio album, which first 
came out in 1979, accompa¬ 
nied by some unreleased 
material. Before his sudden 
death in June at age 50, the 
pop star had wanted to re-is- 
sue the album, people famil¬ 
iar with the deal said.

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). Combine oil, pota¬ 
toes, celery, carrots, garlic, 
tarragon, rosemary and 
salt in Dutch oven or 


2. Add broth and 
vermouth to pan and 
bring to boil over medium 
heat. Reduce to simmer, 
cover and cook 10 
minutes. 

3. Add chicken, cover and 
place in oven. Bake until 
chicken is cooked through 
and potatoes and garlic 
are tender, 30 minutes. 

Stir in parsley just before 
serving
